H. N. Amerman, of York county,
rained in the yoar 1883, 07 acres of corn,
average 40 bushels to the acre; 30 acres
of wheat, average, 18 buthels; 30 acres
of oats average 0 bushels; and sold aur-
ing the year 8407.50 worth of hoga,

J. H. Morgan, of Stanfon precinet,
Fillmore county, raised last year, 1883,
70 norea of corn, average 40 bushels per
acre; 16 aores of wheat, average 16 bush.
els; 12 ncrea of oats, average 37 bushels.

The Plattsmouth Journal says parties
who have been induced to take tiee
claims in western counties complain that
they have bean badly taken in., Several
who have visited their claims, after they
were located, have found them
worthless. One man who has expended
about 875 on hia claim saya that he would
not give fifteen cents for the land if he
had a perfect title to it. This ia like

The Gosper County
Citizen saya among the lot waa the Maa-
tadon ox, a native of Nebraska, nine
relrl old, about six feet and six inches
n height, and at prescnt tiﬂo the scales
at 3,200 pounds, sand will when fattened
pull down 4,000 pounds. Who can beat
the Gosper county ox! The Dunn Bros,
have consumed an enormous amount of
corn this winter, and still have an im-
mense amount on hand.

Kansas has soveral sucoesaful checse
factories and some creameries, At
Wichita a dairy of 700 cows was started,
and a car load of Holsteins from New
York was put in.

The disease called thrush, especially
where in the hind foot, ia caused by the
injurious effects of allowing the feet to
stand in fifth and decaying ordure.

Poultry Farming.

The consumption of eggs and poultry
increasas with civilization. As cities mul-
tiply and become populous the demand
for these articles of food becomes very
great. Almost every country in Europe
contributes to the supply of London and
Paria. During the past few years mil-
lions of s have been imported into
New York and other eastern cities, A
large proportion of them have come from
Oanada, but the importation of eggs from
the countries of northern Europe ia
steadily increasing. ‘The prico of poultry
and eggs increases much faster than that
of almost any articles produced on farms,
There is no better country in the world
for producing poultry and eggs than the
United States. The climate is very fa-
vorable.

The
natural vegetable productions required
for food are abundant, They include
graes, olover, wild fruits, the meeds ot
numerous plants, and some small nuta,
As a gnin-i)roduoing country it has no
superior. It is pomewhat strange, under
these oiroum&anoa;, t.h:t T; l::'umld im-
port eggs or that they shou! at a high

rice. Still, during the present winter,

o quantities of foreign eggs have been
consumed in eastern cities, while in
woestorn towns a dozen of eggs has
brought more money than a bushel of
potatoes or oats.
